THE WEAKNESS OF SILVER 


N 


OTHING Is ever gained by idle croakings of evil or 


by dealing with every matter of public concern 


in a spirit of gloomy pessimism. Still less can we pro- 
tect our interests and make the most of our opportunities, 
by neglecting those interests and by indulging the blind 
optimistic hope that Providence will take care of us even 
though we make no effort ourselves. In our private busi- 
ness affajrs we endeavor to preserve a proper mein be- 
tween pessimism and optimism, and take a plain com- 
monsense view of all which bears, directly or Indirectly, 
upon the business in which we happen to be engaged. The 
same rute should govern our actions in matters of public 
concern. 
No people have stronger reasons for Keeping 


this principle steadily in view than have those whose lots 
ate cast in the State of Nevada. 


There is no other State in the Union which is so di- 


rectly and vitally affected by national legislation along 
certain lines as Is our own. The reason is obvious. 
Out- 


leading product is silver, and there is no other staple of 
commerce the value of which is so largely dependant up- 
on law. This is due to the fact that it has always been 
one of the world's great money metals, and money is es- 
sentially a creation of the law. 


Since the beginning of 1ST3, silver has fallen in value, 


as compared with gold, from more than $1.29 per ounce 
to about 48 cents. This decline has not been regular and 
steady, but spasmodic, and bioken by occasional advances. 
But every marked and important change in its price has 
been directly traceable to some change of law, actual or 
prospective, affecting the use of the metal as money. Va- 
riations of demand for use in the arts have had no ap- 
preciable effect, for the reason that such variations have 
neither been sudden nor of any great extent. There has 
been no falling off in the use of slKer in the arts, but 
rather a strong and 
healthy increase. 
The important 


changes have been in the money use of the metal. 


Between 1873 and 1878, silver fell more in the London 


market than it had previously in centuries. What occur- 
red during those years to produce so remarkable an ef- 
fect? 
Nothing except that the German and American 


mints, with those of a few small countries, were closed to 
the coinage of the metal. In 1890 it looked for a. time 
very much as if Congress would enact a free coinage law. 
The result was that silver shot up from about 90 cents an 
ounce to more than a dollar twenty-one. Free coinage 
failed and silver dropped back again. 
In June 1893 it 


stood at eighty-two. The East Indian mint was closed 
and In three or four days the price fell to sixty-three. 
Again, when China had to raise money for the payment 
of the Japanese indemnity, silver scored a sharp advance, 
and when Japan adopted the gold standard the white met- 
al took a heavy fall. So it has been ever since the war- 
fare upon silver began. 


Within the last two or three weeks there has been an- 


other material and discouraging drop in the price of sil- 
ver. 
It has fallen from something over fifty to forty- 


seven, with a slight rally from the latter figure. 
Opin- 


ions seem to vary as to the cause. Some ascribe it to a 
lessened demand for coinage in India, others attribute 
it to a reduced demand in China, and still others to a 
possible change of standard in Mexico. 


But all agree that a smaller money use somewhere, 


either immediate or in prospect, is the cause of the de- 
cline. 


If conditions in China are the potent cause, the market 


may recover to some extent. Unfortunately, though, the 
whole trend of modern monetary legislation is adverse to 
silver, and every drop, however small, is an injury to this 
State. 
The recent decline of three cents an ounce, Is 


equivalent to about six per cent, and it is a matter that 
has already awakened concern in every silver mining dis- 
trict of the State. 


We have been congratulating ourselves upon the new 


era of prosperity which seems to have dawned upon us. 
We must not, however, close our eyes to the truth that 
a continued fall in the price of silver means a most se- 
rious check to that prosperity. Therefore, It behooves 
every well-wisher of the State to ponder deeply the mon- 
etary policies of parties in the Un^d States, and to con- 
sider carefully the character of the legislation which Is 
now pending in Congress. 
We cannot afford to pooh 


pooh at such a measure 
as the Hill-Fowler silver bill 


which is already half way through Congress, having pass- 
ed the House by a practically unanimous Republican vote. 
It may not get through the Senate this session, but nev- 
ertheless It must be taken as indicating the general trend 
of Republican policy toward silver. 


Those who deal in silver bullion understand perfectly 


the significance of such legislation, and it is not only pos- 
sible but highly probable that the pendency of the Hill- 
Fowler bill, and its advanced legislative position, has had 
much to do with the weakening of the silver market since 
the election. Almost certainly the enactment of that bill 
into law would be the signal for a further decline. The 
moral effect alone of such a measure would be very great, 
and doubtless It would strongly influence the course of 
those countries that are still large users of silver money. 


As stated at the outset it will do us no good to fall 


into a pessimistic mood over this or any other matter; but 
in-so-far as silver is likely to be affected by national leg- 
islation, we should deal with it just as we would with any 
other affair of 
business—upon the principles of 
good 


strong commonsense.
